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for the Receiving and C onviying of 
Knowledge. Unto both which Fun- 
&ions, Nature hath defigned feveral 
parts. Amongft che reff, the Ear is 
chiefly the Senfe of Difcipline or 
Learning, and che Tongue the Inftru- 
ment of Teaching. The Communion 
'etwixt both thefe, is by Speech or 
Language, which was but one at firft, 
but hath fince been confounded into 
feveral kinds, And Experience now 
fhews, that a man is equally difpofed, 
for the Learning of all, according as 
Education fhall dire&t him.

And according to this it 
will follow, that moft men fhould be 
of a double Language, which is 
evidently falfe. Whence likewife 
you may guefs at the Abfurdity of 
their Enquiries, who have fought to 
find out the Primitive Tongue, by 
bringing up Infants in fuch filent foh- 
tary places, where they might not 
hear the Speech of others. 
Languages are fo far Natural unto 
us, as other Arts and Sciences. A 
Man is born without any of them, 
but yet capable of all 
Now, becaufe Words are only for 
thofe that are prefenr both in Time 
and Place; therefore to thefe there 
hath been added,the Invention of Lez- 
gers and Writing,which are facha Re- 
prefentation of eur Words (though 
more permanent) as our Words аге 
ofour Thoughts. Ву thefe we may 
difcourfe with them that are re- 
mote from ús, not only by the di- 
(lance of many Miles, but alfo of 
many 
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many Ages, Hujus ufu [cimus maxime 

con[lare humanitatem vite, memoriam, Net. Bif.

How ftrange a thing this Art of 
Writing did feem at its firft Inven- 
tion, we may guefs by the late dif- 
covered Americans, who were ama- 
zed to fee men converfe with Books, 
and could fcarce make themfelves 
believe that a Paper fhould {peak ; 
efpecially, when after all their Atten- 
tion and liftning to any Writing (as 
their Cuftom was) they could never 
perceive any Words or Sound to pro- 
ceed from it. 

There is a pretty Relation to this Нетйайти 
purpofe concerning an Indian Slave, co ы 
whe being fent by his Mafter, with „ирга, 

B 3 a Basket 
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a Basket of Figs and a Letter, did by 
the way eat up a great part of his 
Carriage, conveying the remainder 
unto the Регіоп to whom he was di- 
feed, who when he had read the 
Letter, and not finding the quantity 
of Figs anfwerable to what was there 
fpoken of, he accufes the Slave of 
eating them, telling him what the 
Letter faid againft him. But the In- 
dian (notwithftanding this proof ) did 
confidently abjure the Fatt,ycurfing 
the Paper, as being a falfe and lying 
Witnefs. After this, being fent again 
with the like Carriage, and a Letter 
expreffing the juft number of Figs 
that were to be delivered, he did 
again, according to his former Pra- 
Gice, devour a great part of them 
by the way; but before he medle 

with any, (to prevent all following 
Accufations) he firft took the Let- 
ter, and hid that under a great Stone, 
affuring himfelf, that if it did not 
fee him eat the Figs, it could ne- 
ver tell of him; but being now more 


ftrongly 
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ftrongly accufed than before, he con- 
felles the Fault, admiring the Divi- 
nity of the Paper, and for the future 
does promifé his Бей Fidelity in every 
Imployment. 

Such ftrange Conceits did thofe 
wilder Nations entertain, concerning 
thisexcellent Invention. And doubt- 
lefs it muft needs argue а уай Abi- 
lity both of Wit and Memory, in that 
man who did firft confine all thofe 
different Sounds of Voice, (which 
feem tò be almoft of infinite Variety) 
within the bounds of thofe few Let- 
ters inthe Alphabet. 

The firft Inventor of this was Cre. lb. 3. 
thought to be the Egyptian Mercury, Mos 
who is therefore filed the Meffexzer уун, 
of the Gods. То which pur pole the /0-1.222.6. 
Poets have furnifhed him with Wings 57 7. 
for Swiftnefs and difpatch in his Er- си,а. с. 
rands. And becaufe the Planet of №?» c» 
that name was thought to obíerve a ae 
more various and obícure Revolution 
than any of the гей, therefore likewife 
did they attribute unto him fuch 

B 4 Secret 
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Secret and fubtle Motions, as might 
make him а trufty and private Meflen- 
ger, and fo the fitter for that Prefer- 
ment to which for this Invention they 
had advanced him. 

There is yet another way of dif- 
courfing, by Signs and Geftures ; and 
though it be not fo common in Pra- 
cife as either of the other, yet in Na- 
ture perhaps it is before them both, 
fince Infants are able this way to ex- 
prefs themfelves, before they have the 
benefit of Speech 

But now, becaufe none of thefe 
ways in ordinary ufe, are cither fo 
Secret or Swift as fome Exigencies 
would require ; therefore many of 
the Ancients have bufied themíeves 
in a further Inquiry, how both thefe 
Deficiencies may be remedied;as con. 
ceiving that fuch a Difcovery would 
be of excellent ufe, efpecially for fome 
Occafions that are incident to Statef- 
mew and Soldiers, 

That the Ignorance of Secret and 
Swift Conveyances, hath often ре. 

ve 
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ved Fatal, not only to the Ruin of 
particular perfons, but alfo of whole 
Armies and Kingdoms, may eafily 
appear to any one that is but little 
verfed in Story. And therefore the re- 
dreffing of thefe may be a Subje& 
Worth our enquiry. 

Amongít the Ancients that have 
moft laboured in thefe Particulars, —

And thofe were counted the той 
profound Philofophersamongft them, 
who were beft able for the Invention 
of {uch affected Obfcurities. 

Of this kind alfo were all thofe 
myfterious Fables, under which the

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Ancients did veil the fecrets of their 
Religion and Philofophy, counting it a 
prophane thing to proftitute the hid. 
den matters of either , unto vulgar 
apprehenfion. Quia fciumt inimicam 
effe natura, apertam nudamque expofitio- 
тет fui; que, ficut vulgaribus bomi. 
num fenfibus, intellettum fui, vario re- 
rum tegmine operimentoque fubtraxit , 
ita a prudentibus. arcana [ua voluit per 
fabulofa tractari, faith Macrobius. The 
gods and nature would not them- 
felves have hidden fo many things 
from us, if they had intended them 
for common underftandings, or that 
others fhould treat. of them, after an 
eafie and perfpicuous way: Hence 
was it that the learned men of former 
times were fo generally inclined, to 
involve all their Learning, in obfcure 
and myfterious Expreffions. Thus 
did the Egyptian Priefts, the Pythago- 
veans, Platonicks, and almoft all other 
Sets and Profeffions.

By this Art^many men are able 
in their ordinary. Difcourfes, fo fe- 
cretly to convey their. Counfels, or 

С? pes 
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reproofs, that none fhall underítand 
them, but thofe whom they соп- 
cern. And this way of teaching hath 
a great advantage above any other, 
by reafon it hath much more power 
in exciting the Fancy апа Affections. 
Plain Arguments and Moral Precepts 
barely propofed, are more flat in their 
Operation, not fo lively and perfwa- 
five, as when they {teal into a man’s 
alfent, nder the covert of a Parable. 

To be expert in this particular, is 
notin every man's power ; like Poe- 
try, it requires fucha natural Faculty 
ascannot betaught. ‘But fo far as it 
falls under the rules and directions 
of Art, it belongs to the Precepts of 
Oratory. 

In the general ‘tis to be obferved, 
That in theíe cafes а man ти be 
very careful to make choice of fuch a

The Secret and Swift 


1. The chief contrivance of fecrecy 
by the Paper, in ше amongft the 
Ancients, was the Lacedemonian Scy- 
tale the manner of which was'thus, 
There were provided two round ftaves 
of an equal length and fize, the Марі- 
ftrates always retaining опе Of them 
at home, and the other being carried 
abroad by the General, sat his going 
forth to War. When there was апу 
fecret bafinefs to be writ by it, their 
manner was to wrap a narrow thong 
of Parchment about one of thefe 
Staves , by a ferpentine revolution, 
fo that the edges of it mighg meet 
clofe моде ег; upon both which 
edges they infcribed their Epiftle, 
whereas the Parchment being taken 
off, there appeared nothing but pieces 
of letters on the fides of it, which 
could not be joyned together into the 
night fence, without.the true Scytale. 
Thus is it briefly and fully deferibed 
by Aufonius.

Concerning an univerfal Character, that 
тау be legible to all Nations and Lan- 
guages. be benefit aud poffibility of this. 


Fter the Fall of dam, there were 
two general Curfes inflicted on 
Mankind:The one upon their Labours, 
the other upon their Language. 

Againft the firft of thefe we do natu- 
rally endeavour to provide,by all thofe 
common Arts and Profeffions, about 
which the World is bufied ; feeking 
thereby со abate the fweat of their 

Brows in the earning of their Bread. 
Againft 
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Againft the other,the beft help that 
we can yet boaít of, is the Latin 
tongue,and the other learned Langua- 
gês, which by reafon of their genera- 
lity, do fomewhat reftore us from the 
firt confufion. But now if there were 
{uch an univerfal сһага@ег to ex prefs 
things and notions,as might be legible 
to all People and Countries, fo chat 
men of feveral Nations might with the 
fame eafe both write and read it, this 
invention would be a far greater ad- 
vantage in this particular,and mighti- 
ly conduce to the fpreading and pro- 
moting of all Arts and Sciences : Be- 
caufe that g reat part of our time which 
is now required to the Learning of 
words, might then be imployed in the 
ftudy of things. Nay, the confufion at 
Babel might this way have been reme- 
died, if every one could have expreffed 
his own meaning by the fame kind of 
Charaéter. But then perhaps the art 
of Letters was not invented. 

That fuch a manner of writing i5 
already ufed in fome parts of the

Each of thefe primitives muft have 
fome particular marks to diftinguifh 
the Cafes, Conjugations, or other 
neceffary variations of thofe Deriva- 
tives that depend upon it.

So likewife for chat character, which 
in 7 /ro's notes fignifies the World, a 
Је оша read it 73; а Grecian, 
Kru ®; an Italian, monde; а French- 
тап,/е monde; a German, Be/r. Though 
feveral Nations, may differ in the ex- 
ре Еп of things, yet they all agree in 
the fame conceit of them. | 

The learning of this сһага@ег will 
not be more difficult ап the learning 
ofany one Language, becaufe there 
needs not be more figns for the ex. 
рге Поп of things, than there is now 
for the expreffion of words. Amongit 
thole in China and ?арлл, there is faid 
to be about feven or eight thoüfand. 

The perfecting of fuch an invention 
were the only way to unite the feven-

Of this kind likewife are many 
religious a&tions,and circumftances of 
Divine worfhip,not only amongft the 
ancient Heathen, but fome that were 
particularly enjoyned the Priefts and 
Levites of che old Law, and fome too 
thar arenow іп ufe in thefe times of 
the. Gofpel. For by fuch bodily 
geftures and figns, we may as well 
Ípeak unto God as unto men. 

To this kind alfo are reducible thofe 
a&tions of form, that are required as 
neceffary circumftances in many civil 
affairs and publick folemnities, which 


are ufually fuch, as in themfelves are | 


apt to fignifie the thing for which they 
are meant. 

But now, fometimes the intended 
meaning of thefe geftures is concealed 
under a fecret fimilitude. As it was 10 
that a& of Thra/ybulus,who being con- 


Iulted with,how to maintain a tyranny 
that 
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that was newly ufurped’: He bid thé 
Melfenger attend him in the Field ;

able by this means alone, to anfwer 
and reply unto one another а dire&tly 
as if they had the benefit of Speech.

cerning any private bufinefs, which 
he would not have others to under- 
ftand. 

It werea miferable thing for a ra. 
tional Sou! to be imprifoned in fucha 
Body, 25 had no way at all toexpres 
its Cogitations; which would be fo 
in all that are born Deaf, if that which 
nature denied them, were not in this 
refpe&t fupplied by a fecond nature, 
cultom and ше. 

But (by the way) is very obferva- 
ble which * еј relates of Pet. 
Pontius а Friend of us, who by an un- 
heard.of Art taught the Deaf to реак.

‘Firft learning them to write the name

"Tis probable 
that this invention well followed, 
might be of fingular ше for thofe that 
ftand in need of fuch helps. "Though 
certainly that was far beyond it, (if 
true) which is related of an ancient 
Doctor, Gabriel Neale, that he could 
underftand any word by the meer mo- 
tion of the Lips, without any utter- 
ance. 

The particular ways of difcourfing 
by Geftures,are not to be numbred, as 
being almoft of infinite variety, accor- 
ding as the feveral Fancies of men fhall 
impofe fignifications upon all fuch 
figns or actions as are capable of fuf- 
ficient difference. 

But fome there are of more efpecial 
note for their ufeand antiquity. Such 
15 that upon the joynts and fingers of

There are divers paffages in the 
ancient Authors,both Sacred and Pro- 
fane, which do evidently allude to this 
kind of reckoning. 

Hence it is eafie to conceive, how 
the letters aswell as the numbers, may 
be rhus applied to the feveral parts of 
the hand, fo that a man might with 
divers touches, make up any afe 
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he hath-occafion to diftover unto a 
Confederate. 

This may be performed, eitheras 
the numbers are fet down in the Au- 
thors before cited, or elfe by any other 
way of compact that may be agreed 
upon. 

As for example : Let the topsof the 
fingers fignifie the five vowels ; the 
middle parts, the five firft confonants ; 
the bottoms of them, the five next 
confonants ; the Грасев betwixt the 
fingers, the four next.

difcern an object that is very rémore. 
How we may by this means commu- 
nicate our thoughts at great diftances, 
Ifhall difcourfe afterwards. 

The Subftances that are moft con- 
fiderable for the fwiftnefs of their 
motion, are 

Fither Spiritual, 
Corporeal, 

Amongft all created Subftances , 
there are not any of fo {wift a motion 
as Angels or Spirits. Becaufe there is Spirits. ; 
not either within their natures, any 
fuch Indifpofition and Relu&ancy, or 
without them in the medium, any fuch 
impediment as may in the leaít man- 
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фос пе their courfes. And therefore 


Wave the anciéne Philofophers im- 


ployed thefe as the caufes of that mad 
celerity of theceleftial Orbs ; though 
according to their fuppofitions I think 
it would be a hard match, if there 
were а Race to be run betwixt the 
Primum mobile and an Angel. It being 
granted that neither of them could 
тоуе іп an inftant, it would be but 
ап even lay, which Боша prove the 
fwifter. 

From the fitnefs of Spirits in this 
regard, to. convey any meffage, arc 
they in the learned Languages called 
Meffengers. керегі 

Now if a man had but füch famili- 
arity with one of thefe, as Socrates is 
{aid to have with his Tutelary Селли: 
If we could fend but one of them upon 
any errand, there wpuld be no quicker 
way than this for the difpatch of buh- 
nefs at al] diftances. 

That they have been often thus im- 
ployed, is affirmed by divers relations. 
Vatinius being at Rome, was —

And it is ftoried of many, others, 
that ys they have refided in re- 
mote Countries, they have known the 
death oftheir Friends,even in the very 
hour of their departure ; either by 
Bleeding,or by Dreams, or (оте fuch 
way «f intimation. Which, thoughit 
becommonly attributed to the opera- 
tion of Sympathy; yet it is more pro- 
bably to be afcribed unto the Spirit or 
Genius. There being a more efpecial 
acquaintance and commerce; betwixt 
the Tutelary Angels ot particular 
Friends, they are fometimes by them 
informed (though at great diftances) 
of fuch remarkable accidents as befall 
one another. 

But this way there is little hopesto 
advantage our enquiry, becaule it is 

not 
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t fo eafie to imploy a good Angel, 
пот fafe dealingswith а bad'one. 

“She Abbot Zrithemius, in his Books

Thefe inanimate Bodies,as Arrows, Inanimate 
Bullets, cc. have only a violent mo- Bodies: | 
tion, which cannot therefore be conti- 
nued to fo great a diftance as fome 
occafions would require: But for fo 
much {pace as they do move, they are 
far {wifter than the natural motion of 
any animated body. How thefe have 
been contrived to the fpeedy convey- 
anceof fecret meflages, hath been for- 

merly 
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merly difcourfed, in the fourth Chap- 
Жет, which] now forbear to repeat. 

"Thofe living bodies that are moft 
obfervable for their {peed and celerity 
in Meffages, are either Men, Beafts, 
Birds: Though I doubt пог, but that 
Fifhes alfo may be ferviceable for this 
purpole,efpectally the Dolphin, which 
is reported tobe of the greateft fwift- 
nefs, and шой eafily cicurated or 
made tame. 

Amongft the ancient Foormen,there 
are fome upon record for their incre- 
dible fwiftnefs. Lads is reported to be 
fo quick in his running, Ut arenis pew 
dentibus &* cavo pulvere, aulla indicia 
relinqueret ve[Hoiorum, that he left ro 
jmpreffion of his footfteps on the hol- 
lowfands. And it is related of a Boy 
amongft che Romans, being but eight 
years old, that did run five and forty 
mile in an afternoon. {нз and 
Philonides,two Footmen utto Alexan 
der theGreat,are faid to have run 200 
/ladia in a day. Which relations will 


fem lefs incredible, if we confider 
the 
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the ancient *Exercifes, and Games of 
this kind, together with the publick 
fame and rewards for thofe that were 
moft eminent. 

Amongft the variety of Beafts,there Swiftnels 
are fome of more efpecial note for? "^ 
their ftrength and {wiftnefs. Sagger Ех. 205. 
mentions a йогу, (though he dififfts 
the truth of it) of a certain Beaft call- 
ed Ellend, two of which being joyned 
ina little Cart, аге faid to pafsthree 
hundred leagues а day upon the Ice. 

Informer Ages,and in other Coun- 
tries, the Dromedary, and Camel, and

The Paracelfians talk of natural 
means to extract the metal and (ріні 
outófone Horfe,and infufe it into ano* 
t' er, ofenabling them to carry a man 
1 fely and fwiftly, through enemies, 
“жесірісев, or other dangerous places. 
And fuch Horfes (lay they) were г 
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by the Wife men of the Бай at our Sa- 
viour's Nativity ; for they had. not 
otherwife been able to have kept pace 
with a Star, or to have paffec fo great 
a Journy as іс was to fersfalem, which 
is thought to be five or fix hundred 
miles at the leaft, from the places of 
their habitation. If this conceit were 
feafible, it would much promote the 
{peed of conveyances ; but I think it 
may juftly be referred amongft the 
other Dreams of the Melancholick 
Chy іск, 

Amongft all animate bodies,there is The fwit- 
not any: that have naturally fo fwift a nef о 
motion as Birds, whichifaman could 
well imploy in the difpatch of any 
errand, there would be but little fear 
that fuch Meffengers fhould be either 
intercepted or corrupted. 

That this hath been attempted; and 

. effected by many of the Ancients, is , 
affirmed by divers relations. Pliny cells 74. Н 
us of Volaterranus, that he difcovered ' 

а Conqueft he had gotten, unto the

A treated feverally concerning the 
divers ways of fecrecy and iwiftnefs 
іп Difcourfe ; it remains that I now 
enquire(according to the method pro- 
paled) how both thefe may be joyned 
together in the сопуеуапсе of апу 
meffage. Тһе refolution of which, 
fo far. as it concerns the particulars 
already fpecified, were but needlefs 
to repeat. 

That which does more immediately 
belong to the prefent Quere, and was 
the main occafion of this difcourfe, 
docs refer to other ways of intimation, 
befides thefe in ordinary Ше, of 
peaking, or writing, or geftures.

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Sufficient means, whereby to exprefs the 
Cogitdflons. lt is more convenient 
indeed, that thefe differences fhould 
be of as great variety as the letters of 
the A Iphabet;but it is fafficient if they 
be but twofold, becaufe two alone 
may, with fomewhat more labour and 
time, be, well enough contrived to 
exprefs all'the гей. . Tlius any two 
letters or numbers, fuppofe A .B.being 
tranfpofed through five places, will 
yield thirty two differences, and fo 
confequently will fuperabundantly 
ferve for the four and twenty Letters, 
as was before more largely explained 
in the ninth Chapter.

yet in a glafs amongft other ancient 
Relicks. 

But араш thefe Fancies it is confi- 
éerable, that the fpecies of found are 
multiplied in the Air, by a kind of 
Continuation and efflux from their firft 
original, as the fpecies of light are 
болт апу luminous body ; either of 
which being once feparated from their 
caufes, do prefently vanifh and die. 
Now as it would bea mad thing for a 
man to endeavour to catch (һе Sun- 
beams, or inclofe the light; upon the 
fame grounds likewife muft it needs 
be abíurd, for any one to attempt 
the fhutting in of articulate fotinds: 
Since both of them have equally 
the fame intrinfical and infeparab!e 

dependance 
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dependance upon their efficient 
caufes. 

True, indeed, the fpecies of found 
may feem to have fome kind of felf- 
continudgce in the Air, as in Ecchoes, 
Bur fo likewife is it in proportion 
with thofe of fight, 25 in the quick 
turning round ofa бге ек, which 
will make the appearance of a fiery 
circle: And though the firft kind of 
thefe be more lafting than the other, 
by reafon their natural motion is not 
fo quick, yet neither of then are of 
fuch duration as may be fufficient for 
the prefent enquiry. 

None of all ehefe inventions already 
fpecified, do füfEciently perform the 
bufinefs that is here enquired after; 
norare rhey either fo generally or 
fafely*appliable for all places and 
exigences. 

The difcovery that is here promifed, 
may be further ferviceable for fuch 
cafes as thefe. 

Suppofea Friend were perfidioufly 


clapped up in fome clofe Dungeon,and 
that 
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that we did not know exaGly. where, 
but could only guefs at the place, 
within the latitude of half ajsmile or 
Íomewhat more ; a тап might very 
difanCtly, by thefe other inventions, 
difcourfe unto him.

To the performance of this, it is 
requifite that there be two Bells of 
different notes, or fome fuch other 
audible and loud founds, which’ we 
may command at pleafure,as Muskets, 
Cannons, Horns, Drums, ec.

But then there muft be five fhews, to 
exptefs every letter. 

There is another way of fpeaking, 
by the differences,of motion in two

The day-time Informations Бу 
fimoak, cannot fo conveniently be or- 
dered according to this latter contri- 
vace, and therefore muft be mana- 
ged by fome of thofe other ways 
that were fpecified before : То which 

purpofe 
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purpofe thete muft be fome Tunnels 
provided, for the orderly inclofing 
and conveying up the fmoak. The 
other particulars concerning this, are 
in themfelves eafie enough to be ap- 
prehended. 

How thefe fignificatory figns will 
Бе vifible at a great. diftance. How 
by multiplication of them in feveral 
places, they may bé contrived for 
many fcores of miles, will eafily be 
difcerned from the fituation and ufe 
of Beacons, by which the intima- 
tions of publick danger and prepa- 
rations, have been oftentimes fudden- 
ly fpread over.this whole land.

The practife of all thefe fecret and 
Гей Meflages, may perhaps feem

Pil. Lia. alfo the Art of Writing and Reading 
to an-unlettered тап: Cuftom and 
experience will make the one as facile 
and ready as the other. 

That thefe ways of information 
already explained, whether by the 
fpeciesiof found or fight, arethe fame 
with thole intimated іп Nuntius in- 
біта, may be clearly evident to 
any “one who does but thoroughly 
perufe that difcourfe, and compare it 
with divers other the like paffages 
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of the fame Author, in his Domingo 
Gonfales.

times, feems to be his chief aim, in 
the promifes of that difcourfe. 
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The particular example which he 
mentions, isthis: Suppofe that one at 
London would fend a meffage- to Bri- 
Лот, Wells, Exeter, or though it were 
any remoter place: Negue enim lon- 
Linguitatem vie multum moror, [ detur 
facultas flevnendi, ch permeabilem efh- 
ciendi. ‘That is, the greatnefs of di- 
ftance can be no impediment, if the 
{pace betwixt be fitted with füch high 
Mountains, and Beacon Hills, as may 
ferve for thefe kind of Difcoveries, 
Suppofe (Пау) this Meffenger fhould 
fet forth from London, іп the very 
point of noon, he would notwith- 
Handing arrive at Briftow before 
twelve of the clock that day : That 
is, a Meffage may by thefe means be 
conveyed fo great a diftance, in fewer 
minutes than thofe which make the 
difference betwixt the two Meridians 
of thofe places. 

If according to this, we fhould in- 
terpret that paífage out of Trithemius, 
concerning the three Satursine An- C PN 
gels, that in twenty four hours can cap 15. 
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convey news from any part of the 
World; that Author might then, 
in one refpe&, be freed from the 
afperfion of Diabolical Magick,which 
for this very reafon hath heretofore 
been imputed to him. But this by the 
way. 

It may be, the refolution of thofe 
great promiles in Nwncius Inanimatus, 
to fuch eafie caufes as they are here 
afcribed unto, will not be anfwerable 
to mens expectation, every one will 
be apt to miftruft (оте greater matter 
than is here expreft: But tis thus 
alfo, in every other the like particular; 
forIgnorance is the mother of Won- 
der, and Wonder does ufually create 
unto it felf many wild Imaginations, 
whichis the reafon why mens Fancies 
are foyprone to attribute all unufual 
and'unknown Events, unto ftranger 
caufes than either Nature or Art hath 
defigned for chem.
